Henley, who will hear the case 
with District Judge Gordon E. 
Young and Judge Pat Mehaffy 
of the 8th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, set the date after a 
pre-trial conference. 


The suit was filed July 13 by 


John Yancey of Little Rock, an 
unsuccessful candidate for state 
senator. His suit contends that 
the present 
apportionmen of 


seats in the Arkansas Senate 
and House favors rural areas 
and denies him, a city dweller, 
proper representation. 


Yancey asked the court to in- 


validate provisions of the Ar- 
kansas constitution which make 
it impossible for the legislature 
to be apportioned in line with 
the U.S. Supreme Court's recent 
decision that legislative appor- 
tionment should be based, as 
nearly as possible, on popula- 
tion. 


Yancey also asked the court 


to direct the state Board of Ap- 
portionment, to apportion he 
legislaure in line with the Su- 
preme Cour ruling.

Money Flows 
in and Out at 
Fast Clip

NEW YORK (AP) —Money is 


flowing in and out of the na- 
toin's banks at a faster clip than 
a year ago — and probably 
through your fingers, too. This 
rapid turnover is one of the rea- 
sons the available money supply 
is still increasing. 


This is helping make possible 


the stabilizing of long-term in- 
terest rates and holding short- 
term rates at a level designed to 
protect he dollar in inernation- 
al dealings. 


This is the period of the year 


when the most strain is placed 
on the money supply, whe'n it is 
most in demand, both as checks 
and as paper currency and 
coins. It is the season for high 
credit demands, too. as business 
finances its holiday trade. Ap- 
parently the money supply is 
still fairly easy. 


After Christmas the money 


will flow back into the banks at 
a fast rate as business and con- 
sumer bills are 
paid 
money 


should ease stili further. It 
should be a month or more be- 
fore any further strain could 
develop. And this is all to the. 
good as far as the monetary 
authorities are concerned, while 
they strive to hold long-term 
rates down and short-term rates 
fairly high. 


The Federal Reserve Bank of 


New York reports today that in 
November the demand deposit 
turnover, or checking account 
usage, in 337 U.S. localities out- 
side the major money centers 
was 8V2 per cent greater than a 
year ago.

hands. Check transactions in 
November were $15.4 billion 
higher in the 337 localities in 
November than a year ago 


The speed with which money 


changes hands is only one of the 
ways that the effective money 
supply has been increasing. 


The Federal Reserve itself 


helps at this season of the year 
by seeing 
that 
the membr 


banks have increased amounts 
of lendable funds for the financ- 
ing of the business transactions 
that precede the holiday spend- 
ing rush. The Fed can increase 
these reserves by buying up 
U.S. government securicies. The 
cash it pays is deposited in the 
banks and becomes the basis for 
loans. 


In January, the Fed normally 


dries up some of the surplus 
return flow of money to the 
banks as loans and bills are 
paid. It can do this by selling 
securities, and stashing away 
the cash it receives.

Tooth Decay 
Disease of 
Civilization

MONTREAL (AP) — 
An 


American 
government 
dental 


researcher reported today new 
evidence that tooth decay "is a 
(disease of civilization" with the 
United States and other highly 
developed countries near the top 
of the list. 


Dr. Albert B. Russell of the 


U.S. National Institute of Dental 
Research, Bethesda, Md., told 
an 
international 
meeting 
of 


scientists that a study of tooth 
decay showed white people in 
Baltimore rank almost as poor- 
ly as the urbanized Aleuts of 
Alaska's National Guard. 


The Aleuts have a record of 


missing and filled teeth about 60 
times worse than people in 
Ethiopia. 


The latter country — and na- 


tions of the Far East — take the 
honors for having the fewest 
decayed molars and other teeth, 
reported Dr. Russell. 


He said there is other evi- 


dence to indicate that the Balti- 
more findings "can be taken as 
reasonably representative of the 
United States as a whole." He 
offered no views on where the 
Russians stand in the dental 
parade. 


Russell said these and other 


findings of the global study — 
some of them marked by seem- 
ing paradoxes — tend to fortify 
the view that there is no single 
explanation for tooth-decay. 


In particular, he indicated, 


the findings re-emphasize 
the 


view that relative freedom from 
tooth decay among primitive 
peoples is due to something oth- 
er than their nutrition and die- 
tary status. He said such people 
enjoy such a record despite the 
fact they do not eat the so-called 
tooth-protective foods, nor brush 
their teeth. 


Russell told about it in a re- 


port prepared for the 131st 
meeting of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science — the world's largest 
general-science organization — 
whose 
yearly 
Christmastime 


conclaves are sometimes re- 
ferred to as tlie "world series" 
of science.
